The claimed article has a specific structure and 
composition. The closest prior art references related to the claimed invention are 
Chou'580,'905,742 and '238 (applicants patents), Deckman'695 and Dunsmuir'476. The closest 
prior art references teach that it is known in the art to make and use articles having patterns on a 
substrates. However, the closest prior art docs not teach or fairly suggest the instant invention 
wherein the article has the claimed structural elements and composition. .
